It is a great pity that the Senators investigating the 
recall of General MacArthur let themselves be baited off 
the track and embroiled in an argument over whether Gen­ 
eral of the Arm y Bradley ought to lye forced to answer 
questions. 
This sideshow argument was a mare’s-nest, a swamp- 
rabbit. The Truman lobby trapped the investigators into 
this collateral skirmish just as deliberately and methodic- 
ally as a mother handing a baby a shiny skillet to keep it 
out of mischief in the kitchen. 
O f course, most of the members of the investigating 
committee knew what was going on. I his committee has 
been “ rigged” from the outset. It is investigating, not to 
find things out. hut to keep them hidden. It’s the same 
sort of investigating committee that Mr. Truman’s friends 
set up to investigate Pearl Harbor; and that committee, if 
you remember, not only found no new evidence, but 
wound up destroying and suppressing the evidence pre­ 
viously found by the U. S. Arm y Board. 
This matter of trying to force the President’s associ­ 
ates to reveal the secrets which Mr. T ruman wants hidden 
from the American public bas been going on for some 
time. No one in the Senate can have any illusions about 
the futility of these verbal exchanges, lf the President’s 
own conscience and bis oath of office do not compel him 
to "come clean," then there is only one remedy available 
to Congress— and Congress isn’t cither ready or able to 
invoke that remedy. 
And what’s more, every Representative and Senator 
knows it can’t be done at the present time. 
The remedy is impeachment. Impeachment and re­ 
moval represent the "big stick" which the Constitution 
gave Congress (as the people’ s own branch of the national 
government) to compel a President and his Cabinet to 
meet their responsibilities and to be answerable to the 
American people. 
One successful impeachment and removal, applied 
to any high governmental official, in the Cabinet or of 
equal importance (it wouldn’t have to be a President), 
would do immeasurable good in restoring the intended 
Constitutional balance in our government, and in restor­ 
ing to the people the power of ruling themselves. 
But it can’t happen, not at this time. W hy kid our­ 
selves? The insurgent Democrats, who belong to the party 
in power in both Houses of Congress, are willing enough 
to "needle" the Administration, but when it comes to a 
showdown, they simply aren’t willing to vote their party 
out of power, lf that is putting politics ahead of patriot­ 
ism, then it’s just too bad for patriotism.

The American public, however, has a very excellent 
remedy, if it is tired of the sort of government it has been 
receiving at the hands of President Truman. 
Thus far we still have the power of removal 
through the ballot box— although that right has been seri­ 
ously curtailed first by hiring armies of political workers 
and vote-getters on the Federal payroll, and second by 
adroit suppression and distortion of the facts of govern­ 
ment, so that the issues are clouded and concealed from 
adequate public understanding. 
Nevertheless, the one remaining remedy available 
to reverse our rapid drift towards totalitarian government 
lies in the Presidential election coming up next year.
